Three sales held at the warehouse 
of the Bourbon Tobacco Warehouse 
Co., in this city last week were the 
most satisfactory of any held in Cen- 
tral Kentucky. A total of 273,040 
pounds of tobacco were disposed of. 
The offerings consisted mainly of the 
lower grades of the weed, and con- 
sidering this, tlie market showed un- 
usual strength. 

The third sale of t^ie week' was held 
Saturday, when a total of $155,540 
p«uiiAi- w«re sold for a total of |19,^ 
50&r78, or an mtmce of ||2.$4. 
Omitting on^ croft of very poor to- 
bacco, which fi«8reg;ated &»23$^ pounds 
and wlilch sold for |2,01IM6> the gen- 
eral aVeritge of the house (or this 
sale would have reachi^ $12.S3. The 
managers of the warehouset^ however, 
are not inclined to omit from their 
reports any grade of tobacco that has 
been sold and include every basket 
in the average. 

The quality of the tobacco sold on 
the local market since the opening 
of the season indicates that the Paris 
^ales are second to none in the State 
in the matter of prices obtained. 

Growers who have made consign- 
ments to the warehouse have been 
fully satisfied with the prices obtain- 
ed^ although it is freely admitted that 
in the nu^jocity of the cases the to- 
bacco is of 90or or medium quality, 
little of the better qlasSj living been 
offend to tliis date:^ Of the entire 
aqiount sold Saturday ouly twelve bas- 
kets were rejeeCed.

It is a great mistake and poor busi- 
ness management to raise hogs, feed 
them high-priced corn and then al- 
low th^m to be in the rain and cold. 
Some funMn tiUak'thit beeause a 
hog Is a hog It can get akmg with 
any kind of shelter or with no shel- 
ter at all. The corn and other feeds 
you give may make them grow, but 
dampness will take off weight almost 
as fhat aa it la pat on. ^ith only a 
small amount of money spent for 
lumber and roofing for building com- 
fortable houses, sows, pigs and ma- 
ture hogs will bring in larger profits 
in the hog business. Hogs of all 
kinds like eool shada^ and cool places 
for wallowing and atoeplBS dillDg the 
warmer months. 

The eflaclent hog house Is a simple 
affair, and can be built by anyone 
with only a small cash outlay. It 
need not be more than four feet high 
in the rear and slightly more In the 
front to allow slope for the roof. The 
sides should be short. The lumber 
for them will not cost much, but it 
should be of good material to keep out 
rains and winds. Probably the best 
roof for hog houses is that of heavy 
felt. This is tp be laid on tight fitting 
or matched boards. Galvanized iron 
also makes a good roof, and is to be 
commended for the movable houses. 
When iron of any kind is used for the 
roof it should be laid on solid boards, 
as iron is very hot in summffiT when • 
the sun shines, and is cold In winter. j 

Since a hog house need not be too 
large the farmer who keeps several 
sows and is growing a large number 
of pigs each year should haTa a half- 
dozen or more of these houses on the 
farm and in convenient places. Some 
farmers have all their hog houses 
near the barn and other buildings, 
but I do not think this is a good prac- 
tice. Hogs of different agss and sixes 
will not do well in one herd, says a 
writer in an exchange. They should 
be separated into small herds, accord- 
ing to their ages and conditions. Sows 
and growing pigs should not be al- 
lowed to be <m the same lot, wit^ fat- 
tening hogs. The excessire com diet 
is not good for their growth and pro-

When 
infesting com it eats its way along 
within the husk devouring the young 
and tender kamela and silk. >Ls it 
works its way down tela kkm grand 
the worm fills the hole behiaA It with 
soil. But once at a depth of three or 
four inches it turns and makes a short 
open gallery, part way to the surface.

Good Fertilizer for Ferns. 

Nitrate of soda dissolved In water

Under the heading of "Lessons 
Learned," Mr. Quisenberry of the Mis- 
souri ezinriiAent station baa issued 
the foUowing notes for poultry ralacn, 
based on the year's work in the egg- 
laying contest at that station: 

That there is no variety of breed 
which far excels others in general use 
as far as egg. production la concerned. 

That some heiia hKwm a bom ten- 
dency to lay, and others bare a bom 
tMidency to put on fat. The latter kind 
should be culled out in establishing a 
laying strain. 

That a .Uttle moistened food la rel- 
ished and wm iBcraao «« prodac- 
tion. 

That many high producers lay thin- 
shelled eggs, and that the germs are 
often weak. A few high producers are 
able to lay large numbers of eggs, fer- 
Ulize thMR aa4 pat vitality into the 
chick. 

That the Mediterranean class can 
stand more protein and fattening food 
than the birds of the. American, Asia- 
tic or English classes. There is not so 
much danger of the Mediterraneans 
becoming too fat, and they require a 
richer food than the other classes men- 
I tioned. ' 

That the purpose of properly feeding 
and housing a hen is not to feed eggs 
into her body, but to so feed and care 
for her that you may get out of her the 
eggs which breeding has placed there. 
Proper feeding, housing and care have 
a bearing on the number of eggs pro- 
duced by a flock, but breeding is most 
important. 

That the best producers have broad 
bodies.

If they fall- way below this mark 
you had better investigate and find 
out the cause of the trouble. It may 
be that you have a poor strain of 
birds; that you are not feeding the 
right kind of food or in sufficient 
quantities, or that you are not giv- 
ing them the proper attention tiutt 
they must have in order to be great 
producers.

State University, Lexington, Kent- 
tucky, will open a short course in 
Hie^way Engineering, January 5th to 
17th, 1914, for the benellt of people 
who are intereated in the Good RMid 
problem of the State. 

No tuition will be required for thia 
course and the expense outside of 
railroad :aro should not be over $10. 
It is hop; .1 that every County Engi- 
neer will take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to improve his education, and 
thereby better the road condition in 
his county. Men who expect to be- 
come County Engineers or Road 
BuUders should avail themselves of 
dus opportunity to prepare for an ex- 
amination before ^e State Highway 
Commissioner. ■ Special instructions 
will be given to men expecting to take 
the County Road Engineer's Examina- 
tioB. The BifMniliiga will be devot- 
ed to lectiire work, men of the hifiji- 
est reputation in their apecial line of 
work have been aecnred f or "dieae lect- 
ures and it will he worth while of any 
one interested In Highway Enginer- 
ing to attend these lectures. 

The afternoons will be devoted to 
practical field and office work, such 
as the use of transit, level, plotting 
profiles, laying grade lines, and mak- 
ing estimates of cost for various kinds 
of work. 

The State of Kentucky lias spent 
millions of dollars on her roads; if 
these roads liad been constructed of 
material and by methods approved by 
experienced road builders, they would 
have been a source of pride and pleas- 
ure both to those who built them and 
to the Commonwealth, instead of hav- 
ing brought cenaure on all who were 
connected with tha work and added 
greater opposition to all Good Roads 
Movements. 

It is with tlie view of equipping 
men with a better knowledge of road 
building that the University has de- 
cided to give this course.

TRMNJNG COLT FOR A FAIR 

One of First Important Things Is to 
Teach Young Animal to Behave 
HlnMsW-'MMI Ite .C^rtefti 

(By PROF. S. Li. POTTiai. Animal Hua- 
bandry, Oreton Agriaittnml Oollege.) 

In showing horses at county and 
state fairs and horse shows, eepe ds lly 
in showing colts, it is important that 
the animals be trained for the occa- 
sion or they are unlikely to show 
their work. 

One of the first things Is to teaeb 
the colt to behave himself and be 
quiet, so that he will not get excited, 
tear around, and "act up" like a 
naoghty child before company, when 
led Into crowd. 

The next step Is to teach the colt 
to continue still when It is required. 
Then it must be taught to stand in 
the proper position, with his feet 
squarely under him, his front feet side 
by slda. aaditfa lilBd feet also aSda by 
side, his head up and ears forward. 

This will not only require training;

^dant will need to be constantly on 
the lookout to see that the animal 
maintains his position. One frequent- 
1: sees at county fairs men bringing In 
good horses, and standing with their 
hands in their pockets while allow- 
ing the horses to stand down on one 
side with their heads at one side, in 
no way showing off th^r points as 
good horses. Neither the owner nor 
the horse in such case shows at his 
best. 

The horse led info the show ring 
should always have a good bridle, and 
never should be brought in with Just 
a halter, as It Is impossible to handle 
a horse i)rni>»'tly without a bridle. 

The coll should be taujiht to lead 
properly to show his action to good 
advantage. He should learn to walk 
or trot up by the side of the attendant 
and pull forward on the lead rein, not 
backward. The attendant should 
hold the horse with but one foot of 
rein between his hand and the bit. 

In trotting the colt to the bridle it 
should be taught to step up in good 
shape, and poll forward on the rein 
instead of backward. In teaching the 
colt to trot for show, the attendant 
must run beside the liorse's shoulder, 
always keeping step with the horse. 
An attendant who stumbles along in 
his own gait cannot be eipected to 
make the horse trarel at his best. 

Attention to these points will make 
a world of difference in the appear- 
ance of the horse in the'rlng. It will 
make a poor horse look better, and 
prevent a good horse from appearing 
badly.

PIGS AT MARKET MATURITY 



Time May Be Determined Very Large- 
ly by the Character of Feed and 
Manner of Feeding. 

From a market standpoint a ma 
ture hog is one that has either tem- 
porarily or permanently ceased grow- 
ing and taken on the form and finish 

required by the meat trade. The time 
at which a pig comes to maturity may 
be determined very largely by the 
character of the feed and the manner 
of feeding. 

Pigs may be brought to market ma- 
turity anywhere between the ages of 
6 to 9 months. Early maturity la 
brought about by feeding an excess 
of non-nitmgttioos foods or by sudden 
changes from nitrogenous to non-ni- 
trogenous foods. By feeding an excess 
of such a fat-forming food as corn 
meal, the pig does not hare a suffi- 
cient amount of protein nutrients to 
continue its growth, and so begins to 
lay on fat. 

It Is a very ea«y matter, however, 
to carry early maturity to extremes 
because under the conditions neces- 
sary a pig will not grow as larse or 
as rapidly, and so his sslM wfll be 
more expensive. The thing tO strive 
for in pork production is to bring the 
pig to maturity at the time he if to 
be marketed and not before.
